ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  the  Year  1949. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1949,  which  constitutes  my  28th — not  an  outstanding  year — 
nothing  phenomenal.  A  year  that  entertained  a  certain  hopefulness 
and  saw  the  hope  lost  midst  the  intricacies  of  the  political  maze. 

The  same  problems  confront  us  as  were  experienced  last  year 
and  there  has  been  little  or  no  alleviation  of  the  anxieties  which  weigh 
upon  the  human  soul  and  destroy  peace  of  mind. 

I  remember  last  year  saying  that  our  greatest  need  was  homes. 
These  are  still  more  necessary  today — a  want  that  may  never  be 
satisfied.  Greater  and  greater  is  the  liability  on  the  community 
since  the  demand  for  homes  is  ever  in  excess  of  our  building  allocation. 
We  have  a  constantly  increasing  population  of  homeless  young  married 
people- — young  married  people  who  have  to  find  accommodation  where 
they  can  ;  some  sharing  homes  with  in-laws  and  some  in  lodgings. 
We  still  have  a  colony  of  “  squatters  ”  in  old  Army  hutments,  a  state 
of  affairs  which  is  a  disgrace  to  any  community  and  would  not  be 
tolerated  for  one  moment  in  normal  times. 
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A  singular  opportunity,  in  virtue  of  my  being  a  General  Prac¬ 
titioner  in  addition  to  being  a  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
is  afforded  me  in  an  easy  ingress  to  a  great  many  homes  and  therefore 
a  close  contact  with  the  ordinar\  man  and  woman  and  their  grievances. 
1’his  is  invaluable  and  often  denied  to  an  official  who  is  tied  to  an 
office  chair.  It  is  a  grievous  stor\  indeed  that  some  of  these  young  folk 
have  to  tell  of  their  unhappiness  and  of  their  disappointment,  when 
otherwise  they  should  be  begetting  Britain’s  future  generations  in  the 
happiest  of  circumstances.  The  start  of  married  life  is  too  often 
marred  by  the  wretched  consequences  of  homelessness  which  itself 
ends  too  frequently  in  disputation  in  the  courts. 


1  shudder  to  think  w  hat  the  future  holds  in  store  for  these  young 
people  setting  out  on  Life’s  journey  because  at  the  present  rate  of 
house  erection  some  of  the  recent  applicants  will  not  get  a  house  before 
ten  years  have  elapsed.  What  a  thought  ! — and  with  an  international 
situation  which  is  all  too  ominous,  this  waiting  period  looks  like  being 
prolonged  indefinitely.  Mavhap  like  the  wandering  Jew,  they  will 
find — 

“  The  earth  is  all  the  home  I’ve  got, 

The  heavens  my  wide  roof-tree.” 


There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  we  have  arrived  at  a  critical 
period  in  our  history,  and  a  realistic  approach  is  essential.  Priority 
should  be  given  to  the  production  of  all  the  ingredients  necessary  for 
the  provision  of  new  homes  if  we  are  to  avoid  finding  ourselves  faced 
with  something  approaching  a  national  moral  disaster. 


One  major  difficulty  concerning  any  Health  Authority,  is  the 
shortage  of  beds  in  Sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  There  are  virtual!)  hundreds  of  cases  who  are  unable  to 
get  hospital  treatment  and  so  many  will  be  beyond  recovery  ere  a 
bed  becomes  available.  This  is  a  sad  fact. 


The  tragedy  of  a  tubercular  infection  on  the  threshold  of  life 
can  only  be  matched  by  the  disaster  which  cripples  so  often  the 
victim  of  Poliomyelitis.  Fortunately,  Long  Eaton  has  been  remarkably 
free  from  this  latter  disease. 
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It  is  worth  while  noting  that  in  Derbyshire  upon  the  introduction 
of  the  National  Health  Service  the  clinical  side  of  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  was  undertaken  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  whereas  the  after  care  of  the  disease  is  the  County  Council’s 
responsibility.  All  the  Sanatoria  are  under  the  Sheffield  Hospital 
Board’s  administration.  With  the  long  waiting  lists,  early  cases, 
however,  do  get  priority.  B.C.G.  is  under  consideration,  a  method 
of  prophylaxis  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Chest  Physician. 
But  there  again,  he  is  handicapped  by  the  shortage  of  beds. 


I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  doctors 
in  the  tow  n  for  so  w  illingly  giving  their  services  at  the  Immunisation 
Clinic.  This  service  should  be  taken  full  advantage  of  by  all  mothers 
of  young  children.  The  object  of  the  clinic  is  to  avoid  the  necessity 
of  a  mother  and  baby  waiting  interminably  in  surgery  waiting  rooms 
amongst  coughs  and  colds  and  what  not.  Also  the  hours  set  aside  for 
the  immunisation  clinic  do  not  interfere  with  the  busy  part  of  the  day 
or  the  baby’s  bedtime.  It  is  most  gratifying  that  we  have  only  had 
one  case  of  Diphtheria  in  Long  Eaton  during  the  past  three  years. 
In  contrast  to  this,  in  the  three  years  prior  to  the  war  when  there  was 
no  general  immunisation,  we  had  a  total  of  84  cases  of  which  four  were 
fatal.  Surely  these  figures  are  encouraging  enough  and  should 
convince  the  hesitant  ones. 


Recently  there  have  been  in  various  parts  of  the  country  outbreaks 
of  Food  Poisoning  :  results  of  such  an  infection  can  be  disastrous 
in  so  far  as  it  is  often  attended  by  a  high  mortality,  and  this  too  is 
something  which  is  avoidable.  In  nearly  every  case  the  source  of  the 
infection  can  lie  traced  to  gross  carelessness  or  negligence. 


There  is  a  spirit  abroad  which  is  best  exemplified  by  the  type 
of  cliche  “  So  what  !  ”  ;  “  I  couldn’t  care  less  ”  ;  “  You’ve  had  it  ”  ; 
“  I  haven’t  a  clue  ”  ;  all  typifying  a  national  spirit  in  which  no  one 
bothers  about  one’s  neighbour  ;  so  contrary  to  the  Christian  ethic. 
Neither  the  public  weal  nor  public  health  is  safe  in  this  atmosphere. 
Democracy  falls  down  on  such  indifference. 


Food  is  usually  infected  by  exposure  and  contamination  by  flies. 
The  practice  of  leaving  food  unprotected  is  to  be  deplored.  How 
often  one  sees  food  lving  on  dirty  shop  floors.  This  is  inexcusable. 
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Another  dangerous  means  of  food  poisoning  is  in  the  preparation  of 
food  by  someone  suffering  from  a  septic  hand  or  finger.  I  his  should 
be  avoided  at  all  costs. 


My  own  speciality  which  is  fast  becoming  a  hardy  annual,  namely 
the  approach  to  and  amenities  of  Trent  Lock,  where  the  three  rivers 
conjoin  and  carry  the  Hood  to  the  sea.  Such  a  feature  which  our 
municipality  has  the  good  fortune  to  possess  and  must  be  the  envy  of 
many  a  Borough,  should  be  safeguarded  and  made  easy  of  access  to 
the  inhabitants.  There  are  few  lovelier  spots  in  the  whole  long  run 
of  the  Trent  and  few  offer  so  much  pleasure  to  all  ages,  vis.  the 
various  water  sports.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  not  lose 
sight  of  this  natural  park  in  place  of  some  artificiality.  It  is  a  pity 
that  so  much  pollution  of  the  river  takes  place  for  it  is  ruinous  to 
fishing  and  makes  it  unsafe  too  for  bathing.  The  destruction  of 
millions  of  fish  is  enough  to  break  the  hearts  of  all  anglers. 

It  would  be  a  pity  if  the  possibilities  of  that  large  derelict  area 
of  ground  behind  the  swimming  baths  were  left  unmentioned,  especially 
since  there  is  such  a  cry  out  for  sports  grounds.  Long  Eaton  is  on 
the  upgrade  in  the  football  world  once  again  and  should  surely  have 
the  encouragement  of  the  “  City  Fathers.”  What  better  could  they 
do  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  club  than  by  providing  the  facility 
of  a  first-class  ground  which  would  be  an  added  incentive  and 
distinction  ? 

In  conclusion,  the  whole  nation  is  participating  in  the  mixed 
blessing  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  whether  it  be  due  to  this, 
it  is  perhaps  difficult  at  this  stage  to  be  conclusive,  save,  that  from 
information  obtained  from  my  colleagues  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  County  there  are  certainly  greater  numbers  of  minor 
ailments  than  ever  before.  The  number  of  patients  frequenting 
doctors’  surgeries  in  the  summer  being  equal  to,  if  not  greater  than,  the 
numbers  experienced  during  the  severer  winter  months.  How  is 
this  ?  Either,  that  too  full  advantage  is  being  taken  of  the  supposedly 
free  administration  of  advice  and  medicaments  or  else  there  is  a 
growing  apprehensiveness  of  ill  health  which  indicates  a  form  of 
neurosis.  Is  the  nation  becoming  neurotic  ?  Surely  there  canot  be 
an  actual  increase  in  the  number  of  minor  ills  requiring  treatment ! 
One  can  deduce  from  the  figures  of  the  Registrar  General  that  we  are 
in  actual  fact  healthier  than  our  parents  or  grandparents  and  live 
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much  longer  than  they  did.  One  thing  that  is  lacking,  is  that  branch 
of  mothercraft  which  includes  skill  acquired  or  handed  down  in  the 
treating  of  simple  maladies — upsets — that  require  simple  treatment, 
e.g.,  the  common  head  cold,  billiousness,  simple  chill,  sour  stomach, 
gnat  bites  and — flea  bites.  The  grandmothers  could  cure  these  ills 
with  a  suitable  remedy,  but  not  today  ;  and  yet  honour  to  whom 
honour  is  due  ;  the  young  mothers  exhibit  a  care  and  tenderness  for 
their  babies  such  as  never  before  and  the  babies  reflect  that  nurture. 
One  regrettable  feature  excites  comment  however,  namely,  the  growing 
tendency  to  resort  to  artificial  feeding  on  a  paltry  excuse.  This 
should  be  discouraged  wherever  possible  by  the  Midwives  in 
attendance.  The  breast  fed  baby  is  a  satisfied  baby  in  more  ways 
than  one.

The  water  is  tested  at  our  Works  several  times  a  day,  and  monthly 
by  the  County  Analyst,  from  the  waterworks  and  two  Castle  Donington 
reservoirs.  It  is  tested  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically. 

Our  own  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvency  and  if  the  Derwent 
water  is  found  to  be  affected  this  is  dealt  with  at  the  source.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  1949 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  as  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Housing 

Undoubtedly  the  greatest  problem  facing  Local  Authorities  is 
the  provision  of  houses.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  number 
of  live  applications  is  1,728  (502  tenants  and  1,226  sub-tenants). 

During  the  year  the  method  of  allocating  houses  was  reviewed 
and  houses  are  now  let  on  the  basis  of  50%  to  sub-tenants  on  rotation 
and  50%  to  special  cases  whose  need  is  measured  in  accordance  with 
the  points  scheme  recommended  in  “  Selection  of  Tenants  ”  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  the  addition  of  a  clause  enabling  us 
to  deduct  points  where  accommodation  is  not  fully  utilised  or 
conditions  are  deliberately  worsened,  and  we  have  a  waiting  period 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  application  before  considering  cases  as 
special  ones. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 

A  survey  of  the  food  shops  was  commenced  to  ensure  that  the 
provisions  of  section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  were  being 
complied  with,  especially  as  regards  the  installation  of  hot  and  cold 
water  washing  facilities.  We  are  not  accepting  a  kettle  and  gas  ling 
as  being  a  sufficient  supply  of  hot  water. 

Municipal  Bin  Scheme 

In  January,  1949,  the  Council  approved  the  institution  of  a 
Municipal  Bin  Scheme — an  annual  charge  of  2s.  6d.  being  made  ; 
we  assumed  that  power  would  be  granted  to  increase  this  amount, 
and  very  shortly  after  the  adoption  of  the  scheme  by  Council  the 
Local  Authorities  (Charges  for  Dustbins)  Order,  1949,  empowered 
Local  Authorities  to  increase  the  charge  to  5s.  The  Council  has  not 
altered  the  initial  charge. 
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The  scheme  works  smoothly  and  is  undoubtedly  preferable  to 
encountering  the  constant  difficulties  which  appear  to  arise  in  districts 
where  notices  are  served  upon  owners.  Further,  the  standardisation 
of  bins  has  many  advantages. 

During  the  year  507  bins  were  supplied  under  the  scheme. 

Salvage 

As  predicted  last  year  there  was  a  slump  in  the  income  from 
salvage,  especially  from  waste  paper.  After  being  urged  to  increase 
our  collection  we  were  suddenly  faced  with  the  closing  of  the  market 
and  the  direction  to  collect  waste  paper  was  withdrawn.  At  one  time 
we  had  an  accumulation  of  over  100  tons  and  many  authorities  faced 
with  the  same  difficulty  ceased  to  collect  paper  and  many  had  to  burn 
large  stocks  of  it. 

Eventually  we  disposed  of  our  stock  at  a  very  much  reduced 
price  and  we  continued  to  collect  paper  if  it  could  be  done  without 
additional  cost.  This  policy  is  proving  to  be  the  right  one  as  now 
the  price  is  rising  a  little  and  we  hope  to  enter  into  a  contract  shortly 
to  give  us  a  guaranteed  outlet  for  the  next  rive  years. 

Again,  I  w  ish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff,  members  of  the 
Council  and  officials  for  their  assistance.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 

The  administration  of  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  bv  the  Derby¬ 
shire  County  Council. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Sutton,  F.R.i.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  : — 

All  the  milk  samples  were  genuine. 

In  the  samples  other  than  milk  a  few  irregularities  were  disclosed 
on  analysis,  but  there  was  no  serious  adulteration  and  no  proceedings 
were  instituted. 

An  informal  sample  of  Coffee  and  Chicory  Extract  was  found  to 
be  slightly  deficient  in  caffeine.  A  formal  sample  was  taken  and  on 
analysis  was  found  to  be  genuine. 

Two  samples  of  Nicotinic  Acid  Tablets — an  informal  sample- 
followed  by  a  formal  sample — were  found  to  be  somewhat  deficient 
in  Nicotinic  Acid.  These  were  stated  by  the  vendor  to  be  old  stock 
and  were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

An  informal  sample,  followed  by  a  formal  sample,  oi  Nicotinic 
Acid  Tablets  contained  Nicotinic  Acid  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
amount  declared  on  the  label.  Enquiries  disclosed  that  the  consign¬ 
ment  had  been  wrongly  labelled  by  the  manufacturers.  The 
manufacturers  were  cautioned  and  they  agreed  to  take  additional 
precautions  to  avoid  such  mislabelling  in  future. 

Two  samples  of  Whiskey  contained  small  amounts  of  added 
water  and  the  vendors  were  cautioned.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1950,  the  charges  for  the 
collection  of  Trade  Refuse  and  tipping  realised  £266  Os.  6d.,  sale  of 
soil,  etc.,  £1,  sundry  items  £82  9s.  9d.,  and  the  value  of  the  materials 
salvaged  (as  shown  in  the  table  below)  was  £1,862  7s.  4d. 

The  Cleansing  Department  also  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost 
from  the  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the  Council. 
No  less  than  507  loads  from  these  sources  were  dealt  with. 


The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  made  was  9,060. 


During  the  year  70  sanitary  dustbins  were  supplied  to  replace 
bins  which  became  unfit  for  use.  £80  8s.  lOd.  was  received  from  the 
sale  of  the  bins. 


By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.,  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that  district 
at  an  annual  charge  of  £9  7s.  6d. 

The  Shardlow  R.D.C.  collect  nightsoil  and  house  refuse  from 
two  cottages  and  a  house  near  Sandiacrc  Lock  and  a  Bu  galow, 
Longmoor  Road,  at  a  cost  of  £1  per  house,  per  annum. 

The  following  table  shows  the  quantity  of  salvage  collected  and 
is  in  accordance  with  the  monthly  returns  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  : —

Municipal  Bin  Scheme. 

In  October,  1948,  I  asked  the  Council  if  they  would  be  prepared 
to  consider  a  report  on  the  institution  of  a  Municipal  Bin  scheme, 
and  in  January,  1949,  the  report  was  submitted  ami  a  scheme  adopted 

The  Council  was  desirous  of  allowing  owners  to  provide  bins 
themselves  if  they  so  desired  and  owners  are  allowed  14  days  after 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  this  office  in  which  to  provide  a  bin.  If  a 
bin  is  not  provided  we  instal  one  under  the  Municipal  Bin  Scheme. 

The  bins  are  purchased  locally  on  a  rota  from  firms  previously 
supplying  owners  in  order  to  avoid  taking  aw  ay  their  legitimate  trading 
rights.
